Reaction to House Redress Bill 


SAN FRANCISCO 一 The 
introduction earlier this month of 
legislation entitled “Civil Liberties 
Act of 1983,”has been hailed by 
community leaders as 3a Significant 
step towards achieving a measure of 
justice “denied to “ Japanese 
Americans for over 40 years，when 
the government forcibly relocated 
them during WAWII. 

Americans for Personal Justice， 


” abroad-based group of citizens and 


organizations formed in conjunction 
with the  ， Japanese American 
Citizens League and seeking to 
implement the recommendations of 
the “ Commission on Wartime 
Relocation and JInternment of 
Citizens,，praised the measure. 
“The introduction of this 
legislation is a Significant step towrd 
Tedressing the grave “Personal 
injustice that was done to loyal 
Americans and resident aliens of 
Japanese Ancestry,” stated Dr. 


Arthur Flemming, the group's chair. 
”He also served on the relocation 


commission and was former chair of 
the US Civil Rights Commission. 
Minoru Yasui, chair oftheJACL 
National Committee for Redress， 
expressed his gratitude to the House 
leaders，including Jim Wright (D- 
Texas), Norm Mineta(D-Calif.) and 
Robert Matsui (D-Calif.)，for their 


”work on the bill.“Their support and 


the Support from Americans for 
Personal Justice emphasizes the fact 


that this issue is one of national 


concern， and not limited to 
Americans of Japanese ancestry.” 

Yasui is one of the three Niseis 
who had last January filed'a petition 
for vacation of their WWII criminal 
convictions for violating wartime 
orders related to the relocation and 
internment of Japanese Americans. 
Two weeks ago,the US Government 
conceded its case involving Fred 
Korematsu，acknowledging that it 
had acted illegally at that time. It is 
expected that the government will 
act similarly in the cases involving 
both Yasui and the third man， 
Gordon Hirabayashi. 


JACL Redress director，John 
Tateishi，called the bill the “first 
major attempt . . . to rectify the 
injustice of our WWII internment,” 
and a _ recognition by the House 
leadership and the 72 co-sponsors 
that a“gross injustice [was] done 
against its Own citizens in 1942.” 久 


The bil，HR 4110，would 
establish a$1.5 billion trust fund for 
educational and “humanitarian 
purpbposes，with $20,000 
compensation to be paid out of the 
trust to each individual survivor of 
the ， relocation and detention 
experience. It also calls for a formal 
congressional apology on behalf of 


the -nation， pardons for those 
convicted of violating the 
discriminatory ]aws， and_ 


compensation to Aleut Survivors of 
wartime-forced relocation.

The 15$-member “Bilingual 
Education District “Education 
Advisory Committee decided to file 
the complaint after they concluded 
that the school district had once 
again Shown an “insensitivity”to the 
LEP students，and had failed to 


comply with state jlegislative 
requirements.

In a_statement released to the 
press, thegroup also charges thatthe 
administration exhibited 
“unprofesional conduct. . . in their 
dealings with the parents, and had 
engaged in “deceitful tactics...to

According to _ district public 
information ofcer， Marian Magid， 
as of ljast Monday, the school system 
has “not yet received formal 
notification of the complaint filed 
against it. She thus could not make 
any comments on the matter. 

The district has about 7.000 
limited English proficient students， 
and about 100 teachers certified to 
teach these students. Of the 7,000， 
approximately half are Chinese， 
Vietnamese,Laotian, Cambodian or 
Filipino. The largest single language 
group is Spanish. 

Though the action was taken by 
the advisory committee. 1he group 
has the Support of parents in the 
district，stressed Lance Tsang，an 
interested citizen whose brother was 
involved in the bilingual program. 
He pointed out that in the past the 
comimittee has been able to_pull

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Wah Mee Defendant Charged 
With Unrelated Murder

SEATTILE 一 One of the men 
convicted of killing 13 people in cold 


blood in Seattle's Wah Mee 
gambling club has been charged by 
local authorities ”with another 
murder. 

Benjamin Kin Ng，20，an 
immigrant from Hong Kong， 


received life imprisonment without 
the possibility of parole forhis role in 
the execution deaths in FEebruary 
during a robbery of the gambling 
club， located in Seattle s 
Internatioal District. 

JOGGER 

King' County Prosecutor Norm 
Maleng charged Ng Tuesday with 
the Shooting death of Franklin 
Leach，71，of Seattle，Leach was 
found shot in the stomach at a local 
parking lot October 22，1982. 
Medical examiners report Leach 
was killed from bullets belongingto a 
9 mm handgun， 

Police reports _ indicate ”the 
murder stemmed from an October 
12, 1982 burglary of a restaurant in 
Blaine，Washington. Blaine is north 
of Seattle, near the Canadian border， 
just south of Vancouver，British 
Columbia. 

Ng, along with fellow convicted 
murderer 玉 wan Fai“Willie”Mak， 
22，and an unidentified man 
allegedly stole a safe containing 
$7,300 from ”Chin's ， Palace 
restaurant. The documents say the 
loot from the robbery was split three 
wayS. Ten days later, the trio wentto 
aseattleparktodumptheempty safe 
into a lake. 


Leach was apparently nearby 
when, the report'claims, Ng Shothim 
twice. Sze Ming Ng, afriend of Mak 
and Ng,testified during Mak's tyrial 
that he was with the two when Leach 
was killed. 

RINGLEADER 

Mak was also convicted of the 
Wah Mee murders, but received the 
death penalty for his role in the 
crimes. Prosecutors had portrayed 
Mak as the “ringleader ”in the Wah 
Mee murders who allegedly told the 
others to kill ever yone in the club in 
orderto leaveno witnesses. Ofthe 14 
people in the club, one lived 一 Wai 
YY Chin，00, who was the 
ProsecutionSs Star ， witness ”in 
convicting Ng and Mak. 

Athird suspect tied to the Wah 
Mee murders, Tonyy Ng, no relation 
to Benjamin, remains at large. Local 
newSspapers in Seattle report police 
think Ngmaybehiding in Canada to 
avoid prosecution and members of 
his family know his whereabouts 
and are providing him financial aid 
while he is a fugitive. 

However, other law enforcement 
SOUrces advance the theory Iony 
Ng may have fled to Hong Kong 
Where he was killed. Those sources 
claim a murder contract had been 
isSsued against Ng in retaliation for 
the Seattle murders. The sources， 
however， admit they have no 
evidence on who arranged the 
murder，or how much money may 
have been paid for the alleged 
contract killing. 

Seattle police are also looking 
into two other murders in which Mak 


and Ng are Suspects. No charges 
have been filed in those, however. A 
woman andhermother were killed in 
July 16，1982，in their home on 
Beacon Hill, aSeattlesuburb with a 
sizeable Chinese population. IIhe 
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Keep Students Welfare in Mind 


As the saga of bilingual education for limited 
English proficient students continues in the Oakland 
School District, 尼 astJrest urges that a Sincere and 
reasonable dialogue continue between the district and 
the Bilingual Advisory Committee. The needs of the 
Students, how bestto address them and how to prepare 
the young people for lives in America where English is 
the predominant language, must remain at all times the 
paramount goal of any action， 

Legal steps are all too often needed to persuade 
people to respond. At the same time，however, that 
arenalils also knownforfurtherpolarizing groups and for 
making informal negotiations more difficult. We hope 
thatthe new steps taken bythe committee will bring out 
amutual desire ofboth parties to look at whatthe 7;000

Cable Car Construction Progress 


SAN FRANCISCO 一 Since 
contractors began work on the Cable 
Car System Rehabilitation Project 
last year, the familiar Sight of cable 
cars rolling down the street has been 
replaced by the Sights and sounds of 
construction. Ofthe69 blocks on the 
cable car route，approximately 41 
run through the Chinese-Speaking 
commiunity。、New trackway is in 
Place on 13 of those blocks; 23 


blocks ， are “presently ， under 
construction. 
The historic car barn and 


powerhouse is the heart of the cable 
car System and of the rehabilitation 
effort. The exterior brick walls, built 
in 1907，are being Preserved and 
Teinforced to ， meet today's 
earthquake standards， while the 
interior 1$s being completely rebluilt. 


Now，with structural steel in 
place andthemnew roofon, thebarn is 
ready for winter，and the work of 
installing the new . cable driver 
machinery can go on despite the 
weather. 

The intersection at Washington 
and Mason remains ,completely 
eXxcavated as a new Sheave room is 
being built underground，TIhis will 
house the sheaves, or large, grooved 
wheels which pass the cable out of 
the powerhouse and under the Street， 
The contractor expects to_ have the 
Sheave IOoom roofed over in 
December and the intersection 
returned to traffic by the end of the 
year. 

Work is dueto start on the block 
of Washington between Mason and 
Powell. TIhis will involve more than 
the usual trackway reconstruction 
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and Sewer replacement because 3 
Precast concrete _ tunnel must be 
installed under the Southside of the 
Street to carry the cables from the 
powerhouse down to Powell Street, 
The work will be done in 20-foot 
Sections in an attempt to minimize 
the disruption. 

Harry Chin the engineer in 


charge of work on the car barn and 


SuIrounding area has noted,， The 
people of this neighborhood have 
been very gracious in putting up with 
the work So far. Ihey have a_ great 
part in getting the cable cars back in 
Service by June 1984.” 

Powell Street has also_been the 
Scene of intense construction activity 
in Chinatown，causing much traffic 


congrestion，due to lane closures -: 


during Working hours for 
construction equlpment.， Ihe large 
excavation at the 
Powell/Washington intersection is 
due to be covered over by 
November， and through .tra 人 fc 
resumed on Washington.

“JIn the beginning Asians were 
Very reluctant to join the strike. The 
newSspapers portrayed it as a Struggle 
between Blacks and whites, although 
the Black students maintained that it 
was notjust astruggle for Blacks, but 
all people,， explained the

RATIONALIZING 
“Alotof Asians rationalized that 
it was not their problem. They failed 


to look at the Black struggle and 


relate it to a human struggle，a 
struggle for poor and TIhird World 


people,” Wong declared. 


“However once the Asian 
Students began to hear the debates 


and the contradictions about the 


myths that were being put forth, they 
started to _ become involved,” he 
observed.“Whites also joined when 
they realized that they were being 
Used.” 

Wong said that he personally 
became involved in the strike after 
witnessing a Sit-in on campus for 
Special admissions programs.“Ihad 
just returned from Iaiwan afterthree 
years of studying there. 工 went to 3 
building where the Sit-in was taking 
place and a policeman was guarding 
the door. 

“TI was refused entrance to the 
building and he gave no explanation， 
but made some remarks that since 工 
was Asian, 工 was part of the group 
Protesting,”VWong recalled. 

ARRESTI 

“demanded an explanation and 
he wanted to _arrest me，A TV 
cameraman came up and 工 got 
interviewed. 工 was confused. 工 didnt 
know what was right or wrong, and [ 
didnt “want to get involved,” 
explained Wong. 

“The incident forced me to seek 
ansSwers about what was going on. 
Afterdiscussions with other students 
who were involved, I became aware 
of the contradictions and decided to 


join the Third World Liberation 


Front, ”he said，Wong eventually 
became chair of the group， 

- “My family did not come out 
against me like some, butthey didn't 
encourage me either. Secretly Ithink 
my father felt good about i ”Wong 
speculated. “He'd been here all 
these years andhad seenalotofthings 
that he could not change, because he 
could not become a citizen until 
1970. 

“Most Chinese were political， 
but not openly political. Many came 
here illegally，So_ because of our 
existence here and the strict 
immigration 1aws, we could not be as 
open as the blacks,”he explained. 

STORIES 

In addition to being active on 
campus，Wong and other Asian 
American activists brought their 
struggle into the community. “The 
conservative groups in Chinatown 
reacted by making Up stories that we 
were Hong Rong students trained by 
the Red Guards to upset 
Chinatown's relationship with the 
white community,” he recalled. 

“They threatened to have 
immigration authorities investigate 
our families. We were jeered at by 
the business community，IThey felt 
Our behavior would injure business， 
and demonstations in Chinatown 
would give the Chinese abadname,” 
explained Wong. 

“They were afraid of us because we 
were _ equally strong in the

community,” conjectured Wong. 
“We took on social problems by 
organizing abilingual tutorial center 
for problem children; demanding the 
high schools honor Chinese holidays 
Such as New Years; changing school 
curriculums; and demanding the 
district hire more teachers of color,” 
he said.“We were aware of the fact 
that Chinese Americans were not 
equally represented through all 
Spectrums of the public sector.” 

“Pilipino and Japanese 
Americans also patterned programs 
in their communities like ours 一 
taking away the power from the 
established leaders and establishing 
their own community programs,” 
Wong said.Iowever，because of 
Hayakawa, the Japanese American 
community was more divided,” 
Wong explained. 

AGAINST HIM 

“It was not until people like Yori 
Wada and other leaders came out 
and Spoke against him that made 


people more conscious and，for 入 


many Japanese Americans，made 
the struggle more real. If it had not 
been for the strike，many of the 
community service programs which 
exist today would not be here,” he 
stressed. 


“Ihad lived in Chinatown all my ， 


life and II never thought of it as a 
community before,”said Laureen 
Chew， _ another former strike 
participant, and now an instructor at 
SF State.“Those of us involved in 
the strike began to look at how 
Chinatown was overlooked; that 
Services were lacking; and how we 
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Were Stereotyped as 3a Success Story， 
Not even one .agency existed,” 
declared Chew. 

“The people who got involved 
had a lot of moxie,， ”Chew said. 
“Forthe firsttime, there was a group 
of Asians who attacked the System， 
attempting to break the stereotype of 
the“whimpy, conformist Asian.” It 
was ourbelief that unless we got out 
and did something，we would get 
nothing,” she explained. 

Chew was one of the very few 
Asian women who were actively 
involved in the Strike.“ 工 here were 
only about five of us who were 
actively involved and we did all the 
Snzirwork,butthat wasnotan issue at 
the time, recalled the instructor. 
“Wedidnotequate our struggle with 
the white women's movement 
because wefeltinmany ways, Asian

SAN FRANCISCO 一 A fight 
between Samoan and .Vietnamese 
youths resulted in another youth 
being struck in the face by a hatchet 
at Galileo High School last week. 

The victim，a Black youth，17- 
year-old Cleve Sherman, is reported 
to be in fair condition at Mission 
Emergency “ Hospital， with no 
permanent damage to his eyesight. 
Police have arrested four youths in 
connection with the incident, but are 
still looking for the youth who 
wielded the hatchet. 

NAME-CALLING 

According to Galileo _ principal 
Jack Abad, the tension started the 
previous week as name-calling 
incidents between a Small group of 
Asian boys and a small group of 
Samoan girls. The Asian youths had 
been disturbingtheir volleyball game 
and taking candy they were Selling 
for their senior class. 

When one of the Samoan girls 
punched out one of the boys，he 
decided to come back the following 
Tuesday with his friends in order to 
frighten the girls， Ihere were 
approximately 10 to 15 Asian 
youths waving weapons including a 
knife, hatchet and a baseball bat. 

Abad was 10 feet from the 
incident and Said that Sherman was 
tryingto act as peacemaker when one 
of the youths appeared to have 
panicked and struck him with the

hatchet. 

Abad denied that racial tensions 
had been acontinuing problem at the 
School. He explained that although 
there had been gang activity in the 
Past, the School had not experienced 
any problems this year. 

SECURITY INCREASED 

Abad added that security had 
increased at the school. 
“Anytime you have Something like 
this happen, it can attract characters 
outside of the campus who want a 
piece of the action, he explained. 

“We could have had the whole 
police force here and it still would 
have happened. Its like Ruby and 
OSswald: even though the whole 
police force was there he [Ruby] still 
shot him [Oswald],”he pointed out 
in reference to the incident in which 
the killer of Pres. John Kennedy was 
himself assassinated. 

Although attendance had 
dropped by a couple of hundred 
students the day after the incident 
occurred, Abad salid that attendance 
at Galileo was now back to normal. 

“From Speaking to some of the 
youths who attend Galileo，there 
have been incidents Such as fist 自 ghts 
and Shoving matches between 
Vietnamese and black youths,” 
stated Louella Eee osthe 
Vietnamese Youth Development 
Center. 

MISUNDERSTANDINGS 

Lee blamed the tensions on 


milsunderstandings and 
differences. “Both groups are 
economically at the bottom, and it s 


easyto bit one group againstanother | 。 


andblameeach otherforlack ofjobs， 
reSources and other problems,”she 
Sald. 

Lee was also concerned abonut 
the way the incident had been 
reported in the media “TIhey 
characterize the Vietnamese youths 
as gangsterS.

This perpetuated racism 
and stereotyping,”she argued. 
Sose Selinger of Samoans for

been problems in the Schools 
between Samoan and Black youths 
butthatthis was the firstincident she 
had heard of involving different 
Asian and Pacific groups. 

“It could be a lot of things 一 
name-calling， Smoking WwWeed， 
competition in the classroom,， 
Selinger explained.“Weve tried to 
encourage the students [to see] that 
fighting does not solve problems. 
The whites love to see minorities 
fighting against each other,” 
she cautioned.

SCHOOL'S RESPONSE 

As for the schools actions，he 
pointed outthatthe schools have Said 
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thatthey are unable to respond to the 
problem.， JIn Davis，though，Lum 
noted a difference， TIhey held a 
Special session because of the 
extraordinary political and 
community pressure. “Down here， 
there'"are comparable or less severe 
acts that are not publicized. 

“Kids become frustrated because 
the schools do nothelp.”Ratherthan 
going to teachers, then, he notedthat 
the kids will withdraw into their own 
groups，eSpecially with others who 
Speak their language. 

“It's a way of promoting greater 
insulation and isolation,though,”the 
UC Berkeley graduate asserted， 
“People can then say，They kept to 
themselves; they deserved it [the 
violence]. ”There are benefits, how- 


promotes a sense of empowerment, a 
common bond and allows them to 
SUIvive. 

The parents of the students may 
also unknowingly contribute to the 
problems at School，according to 
Lum. “They tell the kids when they 
are abused or harassed by other kids 
to notfight back, not to be like them. 
They espouse a Buddhist way [as a 
TeSsponse to violence|.” The students 
are told that the harassment 1s 3 
lesson in “humility，Ppatience and 
how to develop respect,” 


POWDER KEG 

Though this may have been 
acceptable in the Asiancountry from 
which the parents came， Lum 
warmed that this was probably not a 
good response here in America. 
“The kids under stand what is being 
said to them, but they are frustrated， 
and the tension builds up. Ihey're 
like apowder keg on the verge of an 
explosion. When it's triggered， 
there'"ll be acts of violence; truancy 
and acting out,， he warned. 

The more passive response may 


"even actually cause greater anger on 


the part of the Perpetrator of the 
Violence，observed the clinician. 
“Those that perpetrate the violence 
will become frustrated ifthe kids turn 
away，oOI respond passively.” He 
said that in many cases the attackers 
themselves are frustrated 一 often 
because of a poor family Situation 一 
and are seeking waysS to vent their 
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own feelings. 

"Its ，Scapegoating,， Lum 
explained. “JInstead of looking at 
their own family situation or own 
frustration，they find a convenient 
external enemy 一 Vietnamese or 
Someone else different.” 

BELONGING 

Lum，however，Sspeculated that 
this phenomenon of coalescing into a 
group is not just happening on 
campuses. “More and _ more 
Americans are looking for a sense of 
belonging，Ihey coalesce around 
issues or a common enemy like the 
Vietnamese or the Japanese.” 

JIn thie course of venting anger at 
a target，Lum observed that the 
perpetrators and passive viewers of 
violence go through different 
Processes to justify their actions. 

ELOF thosc encaged uin 
violence. . . they may feel， We don't 
trust refugees，bnut they say “They 
don't trust us.” IThey project [their 
feelings to others]. 

Tie may dehumanize 
refugees, making it easy to vent their 
hostility on_ them.“IThey re small， 
they don't know the language, they 


don't know our ways.” The refugees ， 


are thought as less than adequate， 

less _ than complete Its wartime 

psychology,”asserted Lum. 
JUSTIFY 

Within this group ofpeople,afew 
may feel guilty about their actions， 
but he felt that those who felt the 
most gullt, and thus the most need to 
justify what happens to the 
victimized Students are those who 
watch an incident happen，or who 
allow harassment to continue to the 
Point that violence results. 

“Those people say things like，I 
don't know how to help: Idon't want 
to _ get involved or "TIm afraid of 
being hurt. ”How else could they 
feel good watching what happens Or 
allowingthings tohappen,demanded 
Lum. 

Of the recent ax incident，at 
Galileo, the psychologist said, “My 
greatest fearis that it may be used to 
justify _ further acts of violence 
againstVietnamese.”He speculated 
that people may feel they have to 
protect themselves against 
dangerous ax-carrying Asians，he 
Said. 
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What, then, is the best response 
for students who find themselves in a 
Situation of harassment at school7 
Should they fight back，Lum was 
asked, He quickly replied,“No, the 


best response ,is an assertive 
TeSponse.” 
ASSERTIIVE 


He explained， “An assertive 
response is being able to respond to 
harassment not by physical acts of 
violence or fighting back.，Using 
boxing terms， its parrying the 
blows.”Students should try verbal 
TeSponses, he urged. 

“Let's say they're calling you 
names. One waytorespond is to ask， 
“Why are you so mad at us” Let 
them ' respond and they Say，for 
instance,“You're taking ouUr jobs… 
Thenyourespond，Whyfocus onus， 
let's talk about it ” 

Lum stressed that the harassed 
students should encourage the others 
to talk rather than act. Even if the 
others are yelling, don't yell back or 
getemotional; try to remain rational 
andtryto identify with them, he said. 

For example, if they say that the 
refugee parents are taking their 
parents" jobs away, tell them that it is 
true many of their parents may be 
unemployed, but that it is the same 
within the refugee  _ community. 
“Then ask,， “How can we work 
together'? Why is this So ITm not 
yoOUIT enemy. 
EARENTS 

He also said that he had a 
“messageforthe parents” abouthow 
to help their children in schools. He 
advisedthem to getinvolved with the 
School， to talk With the 
administrators，whether in Engllish 
orthrough translator, orto callonthe 
help of an advocacy group. 

One-to-one interaction 1S not 
enough，however，cautioned Lum， 
who pointed out that the problem 
Was a Societal one that manifested 
itselfon the School grounds, He cited 
thepoor state of the economy as one 
factor which has affected all aspects 
of society and which could result in 
violence against Asians. He urged 
the schools to take responsibility for 
making Some changes. 

“The best response [for schools] 
is _ showing concern，not just by 
students, but by school officials, too. 
The kids feel the school officials 
don't care，and if they care，they 
can't heljp,”related Lum. 

At one high school in Oakland， 
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he observed, the administration was 
aware of the problems between 
Blacks and Laotians and set aside 
some of the classrooms after School 
hours for the Laotians students to 
meet and practice their martial arts. 


NOT MESS WITH 

Lum said that one teacher told 
him that many ofthe Blacks who saw 
the _ students Practicing had said 
they did not want to “mess with” 
the Laotians. “I 工 his may be 
promoting a stereotype, but it s their 
[the school s] way of helping. _Ihey 
don't know how else to help.” 

Lum， however， had other 
Suggestions.“If the School system ls 
receptive，_ see them inviting 
consultants in, looking atthe broader 
political and economical Situation 
that promotes Violence.” 

Rather than blaming the Asian 
immigrants for the problems，by 
pointing to their different language 
and cultural values as the cause of 
the problems, Lum emphasized that， 
just as the human body can choose to 
try to fight o 任 a foreign body or to 
tolerate it, “Society can choose to 
help and ， accept immigrants. 
Adjustment goes both wayS: the 
Tefugee adjusts to Society; and the 
Society adjusts to the refugee.” 


Regardless of whether there has 
been an actual increase of violence 
against Asians 一 and he personally 
believes there has been 一 Lum 
admitted that given the rise in anti- 
Asian Sentiment， the sense of 
concerm for one's safety is a real one 
anda 3a justifiable one.” 

“We Should exercise due 
caution, but [hope that fear will not 
paralyze us. Noteveryone is goingto 
lash out against Asians, but it may 
happen.” 口

If one had to select a Single news 
story during the past 15 years that 
identified and encapsulated many of 
the key issues in the San Erancisco 
Chinatown comunlty during that 
period, it would be the Saga of the 
International Hotel. 

The fight for low-cost housing 
for the elderiy,the encroachment of 
the financial district on Chinatown， 
the increase and influence of forelgn 
investment in the area and the ethnic 
coalitions that formed to confrontthe 
city hall establishment 一 all were 
issues related to the 荆 Hotel struggle. 


NO EASY TASK 

Tackling this complex episode is 
no easy task, but filmmaker Curtis 
Choy has made a valiant attempt. 
Through interviews and background 
material about the Filipino 
community that congregated around 
the IT-Hotel hub，Choy s 57-minute 
documentary，7he Fall o 广 ie 三 
oiel vividly shows the tragedy of 
people torn from their homes and 
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community. 

With assistance from community 
workers，Such as Filipino poet Al 
Roblem Choy elicits，frank and 
germane interviews from the mostly- 
Single Filipino men who were the 
bedrock of the I-Hotel community. 

There had been over 10,000 
Filipinos in the Kearny Street areas 
at one time, but those numbers had 
decreased due to downtown 
development and the threat of 


eviction ,by the time Sheritf, and now 


Supervisor， Richard Hongisto 
carried out the will of the city on 
August 4,， 1977. 

Choy and his crew Shot dramatic 
footage of the chaotic _ night when 
police clashed with demonstrators 
and tenants. Hongisto is treated 
sympathetically 一 the flm points Out 
that he Spent five days in jail for not 
carrying out the eviction earlier. He 


calls the _eviction the most 
distasteful thing Lve had to do in a 
long time.” 

TRANSITIONS 


Transitions are a problem. IThe 
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Switching back and forth from earlier 
black and white footage to the later 
color shots seems haphazard. 
Difficulties in raising money for such 
a fm undoubtedly imposed 
limitations on what could have been 
done， but  a astraightforward 
chronological Structure might have 
made for smoother transitions. 

There are Some gaps in the story. 
No mention is made ofthe splitin the 
left that threatened to shatter the 
unity of the tenants and their 
Supporters. The late Mayor George 
Moscone's attempt at mediation is 
Sketched So_ quickly and without 
background knowledge that it is 
unclear how and why the city did its 
about face. 

The displacement of nearby 
businesses like the Lucky M 
Poolhall and barber Shop are part of 
the story， but Choy lingers 
nostalgically over-long on the 
Setting，without getting on to the 
business of punching ahead with the 
hard-hittingdocumentary the Subject 
demands. 

Theendinc thesactual 
demolition of the building，has its 
power muted by having the credits 
roll over the crumbling bricks and 
murals，Ear more evocative 1s a 
hand-held camera roaming the 
deserted halls of the hotel before the 
eviction.It is an eerie powerful 
Sequence Set to the reverberating 
Poetry of Robles， 

WHAT DIED 

The flm Preserves on flm what 
died that day 一 the unique coalition 
of old Filipino elderly and 
communlty activists who couldnt 
beat the Strong financial powers 
arrayed against them. It is the Simple 
eloquence and heartache of the 
Filipinos,Some of whom died before 
the film' was completed, that provide 
the most telling indictment of the 
entire incident.，

anniversary of the Third World 
Strike with a Special program on 
campus from 11 am to 4 pm. 

“I found out about the strike 
through taking ethnic studies courses 
oncampus, ”said Linn Lee, acurrent 
State student. Lee is a member ofthe 
Asian Student Union which is part 
of the United People of Color for 
National Liberation，a_coalition of 
TIhird World student groups 
organizing the event.“The strike 
made me realize what we're facing in 
the future, and thatmade me want to 
fight for the rights of Third World 
students,”Lee exclaimed. 

“The strike was not as Successful 
as it could have been. The programs 
We have are less than what the 
demands were， the student opined. 
“The enrollment of Black students is 
down; affirmative action programs 
are excluding ” Asian students 
because they Say we have made it 
programs are being dismantled and 
fees are going up. In my eyes，it's 
Worse than it was before,” she 


_declared. 


Lee said she hopes that by 
commemorating the strike there，it 
Would help to create an awareness of 
the needs of 工 hird World students 
and help to relinforce the student 
movement. 

“Back then， students “were 
fighting for ethnic studies. Now 
werTrefightingtomaintain itand other 
Support programis,” explained 
Dania Wong，another Present 
State Student,“After 15 years, these 
programs have been mismanaged; 
their funding has been taken away; 
and they"ve been left in shambles. 
The administration uses this as 
an excuse to wIeck these Programs,” 
She asSerted. 

“Back then, the students showed 
that they have the power to change 
things，and they don't have to sit 
there and take this stu 作 ”said Wong. 
“The conditions are different today 
than they were in the 60s. A lot of 
students [now] feel they don't have 
the power to do anything. 

“Plus，the fee increases has 
forced alot of people to work more 
hours or drop out，and these are 
primarily Third World students， 
Wong noted.“Those who are still 
in School have to take more classes 
and have less time to get involved. 

“We're trying to show them that 
its not a hopeless Situation, and that 
students do have a choice. We need 
tobuild anewstudent movement and 
take a stand against whats 
happening，because 让 we don't do 
anything, it's going to get worse and 
WwWorse,”she warned.

A county official said that participating organizations 
can only use the money for Support Services to help 
Secure employment for refugees. These Support SerVices 
can include the teaching of English and vocational 
training，or “anything that can enhance a refugee's 
abjlity to _ get a job,”the official said.
